FIRST OF RUSS 
HEROINES HERE. 


Petite Member of Battalion of 
Death Visits City. 
Soldier, Nurse and Prisoner, 
Then Prey of the Reds. 


Young Actress Brings Story of 
Peril and Suffering. 


After serving with the Russian 
women's famous Battalion of Death, 
and drinking deep of the most inti- 
mate horrors of the world war and 
the bloody revolution of anarchy, 
Mme. Valentine Zimina, a young 
motion-picture actress of Moscow, is 
at the Angelus Hotel in this city. 
Though she is still in her early 
twenties and delicate of feature and 
limb, she has brought with her « 
grisly history of hardship on the 
eastern front. where, disguised as «4 
boy, she sérved in the Csar’s army, 
where she was decorated for valor 


Just before the world war she 


clal and left the film company with 
which she was working at Moscow. 

“When the war broke out I re- 
solved te go with my husband to 
the front.” she related yesterday. 
“You see, T had been hie wife such 
a short time; I could not bear to 
think of leaving him. 8oe I joined 
the women who were training in 
Petrograd, the eroup which was 
afterward known as the Battalion 
of Death. I learned how to march 
and manage « gun, and then came 
the problem of how to get in with 
the soldiers. I disguised myself as 
a boy, cutting my hair short. Still 
ft wae impossible for me te go 
aboard the trains with the rest, un- 
lees I should submit to a physical 
examination. So I waited until a 
train was leaving the station and 
then jumped on the stepe and rode 
for some miles, hanging on for life, 
before I could get inside one of the 
Cattle cars with the men.” 

Twice after this Mme. Zimina was 

separated from her husband through 
the exigencies of war, and twice she 
succeeded in rejoini him. She 
even went as far as edad with 
the troops. Prior to this she had 
taken a course in army nursing and 
qualified for the advance sone in 
thie capacity. Ghe received the 
Medal ef Valor for her services to 
her couptry. 
During the revolution Mme. Zim- 
tna was thrown tinto prison and only 
by bribing the jatier @id she suc- 
ceed in effecting her release. 

When conditions became impos- 
sible in Russia, because of the hard- 
ships, she and her husband decided 
te come to America. The trip was 
hazardous because of lshevik

But they suc- 
ceeded finally in leaving the country 
via Siberia and Japan, and arfived 
on the Coast a. few months ago. 
Mme. Zimina has come to Los An- 
geles within the last few weeks, 
She ts the dark Russian type, re- 
gembling Nazimova somewhat in 
appearance.

Cook one pint of oysters un- 
til the edges curt; drain, chop mod- 
erately fine and season to taste. 
Moisten well with the strained oys- 
ter liquor and a little tomato cat- 
sup and All inte the rice-lined 
dishes. Brush over with melted 
butter, set into «a quick oven to 
brown and serve very hot, garnish- 
ing each pot with a ring of hard- 
cooked ece white and a bit of the 
sifted yolk. 

Cream of Chestnut Soup.—Shell a 
pint of chestnuts, cover with boiling 
water, parboll five minutes, then 
throw into cold water, when the 
brown skins can be readily removed. 
Cook until tender tn enough boiling 
salt water or stock to cover. Mash 
with a wooden potato masher in the 
water tn which they have been 
cooked, then rub through a fine sieve 
into one pint of milk or stock.
